On Sntnrda}' eveninii a l»oy nAme<I 
H iUie Cnmrln, eipht years of afie, s\ hile 
pettinc off a Filth-street car, Ijelween 
Franklin avenue an<l Wash street, landed 
on the a-roiip side just as another cur was 
passing. This car ran against him, and 
his head was hadly bruised. It wa.s at first 
supposed that the boy was fatally injured, 
and the conductor and driver were ar- 
rested, but while at the ]»olice station the 
captain dismissed the parties and no 
cTiarge wa.s preferred a pain st them The 
boy was conveyed to the coroner’s ofh< e 
where his wound was dresse<l by Mr. 
Praedicow, and covered with adhesive 
plaster. He was identified as the boy 
who left hib home verj- suddenly aboiit 
fourteen days ago, and was supposed to 
be drowned. His mother who lives in the 

hittier buildinp, left a full deseription 
of the appearance of her son with the 
coroner after his disappearance. He was 
piven up for lost, and the weeks 

passed heavily with his p<Yor 

iro^er nntil one day he turned up ana ex- 
plained the cause of his absence. He said 
he was determined to see his prandfather, 
who lived in Detroit, and petfinp on the 
cars he managed to dea«l-liead it through 
to Chicago, where he took passage on a 
propeller for that place. Having spent 
two days with his ancestor, he started 
back for St. Ix>uis, and managed, by sell- 
ing dime notels, to pnj' his wa}', and 
reached home with $2 00 in his pocket. 
His mother states that this is not the first 
time her son has run awa3' from home. 
When living in Detroit, he smuggled him- 
self alioard of a steamer for Lake .Supe- 
rior, and on landing at the first port the 
captain put the bo.v in charge of the cap- 
tain of another bout returning to Detroit. 
He managed to get free, and went on 
board a steamer bound for ('hicago. He 
got off this at Milwaukee, and having fully 
satisfied his curio.sUy with regard to that 
city, he again .shipped lor Detroit, and re- 
ported to liis disconsobate mntber. He is 
bound yet to .see something of the world 
la'fore settling down. He is tough a.- a 
knot, and it will take -onu-tbing more than 
a collision with a street car to rci»ress the 
spirit of this adventurous youth. 

Firtftiwnv Pinnwrl \« Orean Vtoitn 
laiciN. 

The correspondent of the London 
1 imes on board the fireat I, astern <‘on- 
tradicts some commonly received eoiu l;:- 
sions. ti.us: 

The line of th(> French cable first starts 
in very shallow water from .Minon I5av. 
but in fotir or five miles it dee}>ens from 
17 to 2(t fathoiii'. and then gradually 
shelves froai ;t0 to «iti and IM fathoms. 
depth which is pretty «*<junlU' maintained 
over the whole l»ed of the Knglish ('hunnel. 
At this level, but on the whole graduallv 
de<psninc, it continues till in a line with 
the western most part of the Irish coast, 
.where, taking a northern course, it passes 
down a gentle sh»pe of sand, that contin- 
ues descending till the depth increa.ses 
from 2(»0 to t^tMt and 1HK> fathoms, and then 
in a short distance to 1,7(H» fathoms. Over 
all the rest of the course to mid-ocean the 
l»ottoni is mud, sludls, and sand, and with 
a uniform depth of about two thousand 

/ and two thousand and two hundred 
fathoms. This course would have brought 
the (ireat Ka.stern close to the north- 
wards of the suppo.sed ganat spires of 
rocks called the “Three Chimneys,” and 
whieh, as laid down in the Admi- 
ralty chart, were confidently l>elieved 
to exist. When this wa.s men- 
tioned .some months ago by the 7'ime.s. a con- 
troversj' at once arose in these columns, 
some naval men utterly denjiiig the ex- 
istence of these cxtraordiuarA' rock.s, while 
the other side tendered the evidence of 
ej'e-wit nesses, who averred that thev had 
aetnalK' seen them. The matter is now 
set at rest, and if ever the “Three Chim- 
nejs had an existence, thet' have none 
now. The Atlantic cannot afford to lose 
the small amount of interest which at- 
tached to tlie supposed presence of the.se 
solitary peaks, but “facts are stubborn 
things. ' and it has now )>e<-ii placed la*- 
yoml a doubt that they are not to lie 
found, at least in the latitude and longi- 
tude in which they appear on the charts. 

* Lieutenant Johnson, in the course of his 
soundings, went over the exact spot where 
thej- are indicated in the chart, and found 
more than two thouaacd fathoms of water, 
with deep water all around, and uot the 
slightest toacc of rock or shoal in ant* di- 
rection. The sooner, therefore, they come 
oat of the Admirality map the liettcr, and 
it would be curious to know how thej’ ever 
got tlK-re at all. 

From the locality of the.se fictitious pin- 
nacles the cable course is kept in a pretty 
regular depth of from one thousand eight 
hundred to two thousand futhom.s, and 
throughout over a soft IxhI of mud, mixed 
with myriads of the most minute shells. 
These shells comprise various forms of 
diatomaria', which, though perfect in 
their organization, are so exquisitely' 
small as only to be visible under the most 
powerful microscopes. Tliej- are reall.v as 
fine as flour, and the greater part of" tin- 
bed of the Atlantic is covered with the 
debris of these minute animaleula', the ex- 
istence of which proves conclusively, 
what was long denied, that at these gnat 
depths there is an absolute cessation of 
all motion. 

TerrIMe Adventure.

The man must be taken down, 
they agref*d, and the story of bis death re- 
ported truthfully. They investigated. 
They bad treed a gentleman of rags, who 
was on private police service as a scare- 
crow — custodian of cherries.

OLD HAM DEM'T.

Visitors to the White House will notice, 
seatt-d dail}' in the large ai te-chuniber 
into which callers go, a portlj', well-pre- 
served, hale old man, whose white head 
and ruddy face tell.s of good living and 
rtorid health. lie always occupies an 
ariij-chair close to the northeast window, 
which is next to the desk occupieil by the 
“card-bearer In ordinurj’.” Around the 
old gr-utlemau always .to be. seen a 
nuiiiberof Hstenora. paying respectftil at- 
tention to liju; garrulous but not senile gos- 
sip. The fact that he is the father-in-law 
of the President accounts for most of the 
attention bestowed upon him. “Colonel,” 
as the old gentleman is calleil, is a well- 
preserved sjiecimen of the hearty, yet cliiv- 
alric jilnuter of half a centur3’’s expe- 
rience. He was a slave-holderdnring that 
jx*rio<l, and, judging hv- the little stories in 
circulation, had all the good-natured con- 
tempt fur the tanner family whose .son 
married into his own. 1 doubt not it was 
deemed, in paternal circles, a great low- 
ering of the lam il3' di^iiil3' tuwilowJes.se 
firant’s son, arm3' officer though he wa.s, 
to marr.v their <lai!ghter. 

The males of tlie familj- I have seen do 
not appear to take after the father. Mrs. 
Grant and Mrs. Sh.arpe re.semble him most 
closely. He hn.s a large frame, and large 
head al.so. The two best known Dents 
here are thin and spare in frame, with 
small heads, narrow, long, and sharp faces. 
Lieutentunt Dent — General b.v brevet and 
courte.sy — is a man of about tirant’s age. 
He is the fussiest of all mortals, in man- 
ner and appearance. Kmphaticull3' 
“airy” in his style, his brain appears 
to be as gossamer as his manner. I 
have seen himw'ulking the street, or strut- 
ting in the ante-chamb<“r, when one could 
read in all his actions as the sum total <if 
his thoughts — “Look at me! admire me! 

1 am the great Dent. You can only reach 
the President through me. 1 am ^es and 
ears for His Kxcellenct', and, in fact, am 
He!” I was going to say that the “Gen- 
eral” was arrogant to most, but sycophan- 
tic to some. It must lie said to Kis credit, 
however, that after all hi.s arrogance he is 
no respi-eter of p<*r.sons, as witness the 
dislike of man3' Senators to him. General 
Dent is nliout five feet ten, spare frame, 
small hea<l and sharp features, weatlmr- 
beaten in line, and a general e\pre--sion of 
some dat' drying up and blowing uwa3'. 

Judge L<iuis Dent is a man of more 
pleasing .-ippearance. ns he has need to be 
in order to impress the people of Missi.s- 
'ijipi, as ilieir future Governor sliouhl. 
He i- a lawyer, a man with some hiinior, ! 
wiili coii'iilerabie mental activit}', though ; 
1 doubt the originality or breadth. He is ■ 
a -mall man in st.-itiir.*. le-sin bight than ' 
< irant. of slendi'r. Well-knit frame, quick' 
and vlvaeions in .-peeeh and ioalure. 
Ji-.dge i lent i.- the best .'qieoimon of tlie i 
tamili' i have .-een. He was formerly a ! 
jdanter and -laxeholder in Mississijqii. I 
and iM'ing a Union man. left during the I 
rebellion. He is undoubtedly a moilorute 
Kepuldican. but amliitious enough to al- 
low himself to bo used li3' those who are 
not. His first idea was to secure the .8en- 
atorshiji, hut tliat seems to have been j»ar- 
f-eled out in advriicc. Dr. Sparpe, I . S. 
Marshal for this District is a brother-in 
law of the Dents, as is al.so ('olonel Case\', 
('olleotor at New Orleans. Sharpe is a 
man of respectable abiliti', I'Pt is reall3' 
possessed bi" an idea that he can be elect- 
ed to the I lilted States Senati* ht' a Vir- 
ginia Legislature, of whom about .'i-xty 
memlu*rs have served in the rebel unnv or 
held office under the ConfederRC3'. 'j'liey 
won t do an5'thing half so decent, and so 
he had lietter not lat' the “flattering unc- 
tion t<i his soul. ’ Th(*re is still another 
brother, who holds, under fJeneral Huw- 
lin-’ appointment, a sort of general sutler- 
ship to the pust.s in (leneral .Schofield’s 
deparfmenv. He lately boasted in Kew 
\ ork tliat he was making more iKonev 
than any otlier memlier of the famil3', and 
the newspa]M‘rs knew nothing of it. 

The President’s own famil3' does not 
seem ver3' trouldesonie. The business of 
obtaining and using patronage s«*ems in 
this, as in other administrations, to be 
monopolized by the brothers-in-Iaw. 

Tb« Klory of H l*ieture. 

From tbe New Orltinius Picayune. 

Near the centre i.s one worn and defaced 
by age. It yet discloses the cunning of a 
master mind, and is the work of an artist 
of repute. It represents a lady of the 
court of the Grand Monarch, uud is re- 
markable for the exquisite b**auty of the 
.face, the finish and elegance of its attire^ 
There is something about it that tells the 
observer that it is no creation «f the 
imagiaation, hut the semblance of one 
who lived and suffered. The proprietor 
s|»aks of it with reserve, aud yet views it 
with a reverence bestow^ upon none of 
the rest. Its liistori', however, is known 
to inan3', and a romantic stor3' is woven 
with the worn picture, that carries with it 
a fascination as engaging as a stor3' of 
the crusade or a legend of the 'J'emplers. 

It is said she was the daughter of an old 
colonial Governor, educated at .St. ('loud, 
auil one of the nute<l beauties of that brill- 
iant court. Coming to Louisiana w ith her 
father she formed the acquaintance ajid . 
engaged the affections of a yonng oflioer 
in the colonial militia. Other views, how- 
ever, were entertained of her by her fuini- 
I3', and when her attachment liecaine 
known, she was confined in u cell in the 
old mansion on Bienville street, to reduce 
her to obedience. Here she comiuitted 
suicide. The story went out that she had 
been jiiurdereil. I'he populace rose in 
arms and demanded that the b<id3' should 
lx* subjected to inspection, and that ph3'- 
sicians of repute siiould decide for them 
the inanuer of her death. Her father, 
broken-heart»*d at the death of his child, 
shortl3' afterward returned to his native 
land. now comes the sequel to the 

8tor3'. It u claim**d that the Countess 
married before her death the young mili- 
tiaman aud leff a son. 

The des.ceudants of this issue now live 
In the cit3', and claim that the immense 
landed estate of the first proprietor which 
went to collateral heirs, belongs to them. 
There was much dispute formerly in re- 
gard to these Spanish titles, and the 
courts, it is understood, have never defi- 
nitely settled them, if it lie true that 
the.<e new claimants assert a title to these 
ancient estates, a field will lie open for 
speculatioB and romance as vivid as ever 
engaged the i>en of the novelist — ^full of 
strange episodes, truths like fiction, and 
a covering ox er all more brilliant to the 
mind and fascinating to one in quest of 
the marvelous than the dn*amsof the poet 
or the legends of fair3' land. 



MARKYIXG A FORTEME. 



The lliolar N|m»Ih. 

During the Inst and the present J*ear, to 
the IJth of this month, the solar spots 
have lieen unusuall3' numerous. There is 
now near the eastern limb of the .sun a 
group of spots, thelarge.st being above five 
thousand miles in diameter. Sometimes 
when the sun app«>ar8 of a deep red color, 
spots have been seen with the nakeil eye. 
Whirlwinds cause the spots to rotate; 
sometimes they move with a velocit3' of 
303 f«*et i»er second. In JunCjlK^.S, a spot 
having a diameter of 77,000 miles was vis- 
iUe, In August, 1839, a spot had a sur- 
face of 25,000,000,000 .square miles. On 
April 26, 1840, spots to the number of 200 
were eoanted. — N. Y. Herald, 16/A.

She married 
Mr. Forman in l^^jl, being then forty- 
three Years of age, and he a trifle over 
fort3' -eight, after a common-place court- 
ship of 3'cars. She married him at the 
suggestion of her father, and certaialv 
without ani' enthnsia.stic love on either 
side. Her father died in Is’i.i, but before 
his death he gave her all hi.s properti'. 
amounting in the aggregate toone hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. She made a 
will in le.'«5, after her father’s death. In' 
whieh she gave her husband the bulk of 
her estate. Up to this time she and her 
hushand appear to have agreeil ver.v well, 
hut thc3' had no children, and never had 
an}'.

Six months later 
she executed the two papers in dispute, in 
which she giY'es her husband onl}' a bare 
pittance of $l,(KMt.

Mr. Forman appears to huY'ebeen at the 
time of his marriage a cool, calculating, 
circumspect man, without vices or virtues 
to excite the attention of men or Yvomen, 
with little education and little mean , and 
at the time of lii.s marriage, and for some 
Years afterward, engaged in a hnsiness 
which, of all others, wa.s least calciilatcil 
to nd«l to or c-xpand the ideas that he had. 
Ho quit Imsiiioss in l8oS. and then*afier 
ileY'oted himself to the management of his 
wife’s estate..

Mrs Forman not onh' de<i»ised. dl.stru.st- 
« d and hated her hushand — .s//. fftn'd 
him. There is no doiilit that soon after 
the e.vecntion of the contc.sted instir.mcnt 
she was in dread of ho*- husband, ami of 
tin* .servants whom sin* thought lie iniglii 
control. It is a fair infen noe that tin se 
ft'clings toward her hii.-band ltd her to ex- 
ecute the two papers, which gave her hus- 
band the .*1,000 inheritance. There is no 
•liuilit that she intended by them to ]»re- 
vent her husband from getting anY' more. 
Mrs. Forman eoinidained often tliat lie 
m.nrried her for her inoneY , and that he did 
not pa}' her as much attention as he did 
the servants in the kitclien. During the 
last Years of her life the}' occujiied sepa- 
rate rooms, and the wife passed her da}'s 
in lonel}' seclusion. She was on one or 
more occasions reminded of the apparent 
kindness and affectionate attentions oflier 
husband. .She answered ly sat ing, “Yes, 
a man ma}' smile, ami smiling lie a vil- 
lain.”

The last two Y'ears oflier life she passed 
in a private madhou.se, where she was ta- 
ken h}' her hiisbund, aided b}' the police, 
without aiiY' shadow of authorit}' for the 
deed or cause for the proet*edinc, without 
advising with her friends an<l relatit'cs. and 
without even the certificate of lie r ph}'si- 
cian or of an}' physician. There she was 
kept si.x months without seeing any of her 
Intimate friends or relati\es.

After her death the will, excluditu: the 
hushand from everything but the S'!, 000, 
was admitted to probate by the surrogate. 
This decision of the surrogate ivas ap- 
pealed from to the Supreme Court on sev 
eral grounds, the most important of which 
was the in.sanity of .Mrs. Forman at the 
time when she executed that last will, and 
that the instruments were not attached in 
the manner prescribed by law.

Judge .Sutherland delivered the opinion 
of the court yesterday, confimniiij; the de- 
cree of the surrogate, Justices Barnard 
and Cardozo concurring. In his written 
opinion, Ills Honor bitterly condemns the 
husband and his selfish motives, which 
the learned Judge declares to be such that 
he does not believe his - testimony unless 
corroborated by other witness. Referring 
to the capacity of the testatrix to make 
her will when the two papers were exe- 
cuted he says, "A iimnomaniar or partial- 
ly insane yierson may make a will. A be- 
liever in witches and witchcraft, in spirit- 
ualism, or in the doctrines of Mahomet, 
mot/ make n trill.”

We have already expressed obligations 
to the author for the compliment of an 
e.xquisitel}' beautiful set of that important 
and popular work |RedforJ’s History of 
Methodism in Kentucky, in two volumes, 
beautiful in material, printing and bind- 
ing, and most creditable to the workman- 
ship of our publishing hou.«e. It is no 
easy task to reckon the indebtedness of 
the religious public, and particularly of 
our own communion, to the author for the 
life-like pictures he has drawn of the men, 
the scenes and the CY-ents belonging to the 
b^'-gone days when “Christianity in 
Earnest” was planted in the wilds 
of the West. This is the charm of the 
book — as it is the most attractive element 
of history, secular and religions, whether 
written the one by Macaulay or the other 
by Stevens, and now by our own Redford — 
that it is not only biographical, but in- 
tensely personal, living and moving; and 
all the while one reads, he sees, hears and 
feels the presence of mighty men and 
great deeds, as though the author had ac- 
tually summoned them from the grave and 
the past. Hut there are many other 
charms upon which we would delight to 
dwell, if we could not do better — refer 
readers to the work itself? let no one fail 
to get a copy of Redford’s History of 
Methodism in Kentucky.
